On December 18, 2012, the Federal Election Commission accepted the signed
conciliation agreement and civil penalty submitted on behalf of Chuck Wilkerson for Congress
and Patricia Louise Motta in her official capacity as treasurer, in settlement of a violation of
2 U.S.C. § 434(D), a provision of the Federal Election Campaign Act of 1971, as amended.
Accordingly, tie file has been closed in this matter.

Statement of Policy Regarding Disclosure of Closed Enforcement and Related Files, 68 Fed.

CONCILIATION AGREEMENT

This matter was initiated pursuant to fnfomaﬁon ascertained by the Federal Election
Commission (“Comanission”) in the normal onme of carrying out its supcrvisory
responsibilities. . The Commission found reason to believe that Chuak Wilkerson for Congress
and Patricia Louise Motta, in her official capwlty as treasurer, (“Respondent” or “Committee™)
violated 2 U.S.C. § 434(b). :

NOW, THEREFORE, the Commission and the Respondent, having participated in
informal methods of conciliation, priorto a ﬁ:nding of probable cause to believe, do hereby agree

as follows:
| L The Commission has jurisdiction over the Respondent and the subject matter of this
proceeding, and this agreement has the eﬁ'ect; of an agreement entered pursuant to 2 U.S.C.
§ 437g(a)(4)(AX).

IL Respndent has had  ronsonabie oppartunity to demanstrate that no action thuld bo
taken in this matter. '

IIL. Respondent enters voluntarily intjo this agreement with the Commission.

IV. The pertinent facts in this matterare as follows:

1. Charles Wilkerson was the Republicm candidate for the U.S. House of
Representatives from California’s 30th Congr;essional District in 2010. He lost the general
election. ' '

2. Charles Wilkerson’s designated pnncnpal campaign committee is Cﬂuck Wilkerson for
Congress and Patricia Louise Motta, in her ot%ﬁcial capacity as treasurer. The Committee filed its
Statement of Organization on March 16, 2010, and has flied disclosure roports since that date.

3. The Federal Eloction Campaign Act of 1971, as amended (“the Act™), requires

_committee treasucers to file reports of recelpt;' and disbursements in accordance with the
| .

provisions of 2 U.S.C. § 434. See 2 U.S.C. § 434(a)(1) and 11 C.FR. § 104.1(a). These reports
must include, inter alia, the total amount of receipts and disbursements. See 2 U.S.C. § 434(b);
11 CFR. § 104.3. Committees are also required to disclose itemized breakdowns of receipts

* and disbursements and disclose the name and address of each person who has made any

contribution or received any disbursement inE an aggregate amount or value in excess of $200
within the calendar year, together with the date and amount of any such contribution or
disbursement. See 2 U.S.C. § 434(b)(2) - (65;'-, 11. C.FR. § 104.3(a)(3) and (4); 11 CF.R.
§ 104.3(b)(2) and (4). !
4. The Committee originally filed itss 2010 October Quarterly Report oir October 15,
2010 The Committne filed five Amended 2010 October Quarterly Reports. The firstthree
amendments disclosed no change in recelptsand disbursements from the original teports. The
final two amended reports, both filed on July 28, 2011, disclosed previously unreported receipts

of $11,060.24 and previously unreported disbursements of $5,753.11.

5. The Committeq originally filed its,E 2010 12 Day Pre-General Report on October 21,
2010. On August 4, 2011, the Committee ﬁlied an Amended 2010 12 Day Pre-General Report
disclosing previously unreported disburseme:nts of $439.30.

6. The Committee originally filed 1t§ 2010 30 Day Post-General Report on December 1,
2010. The Committee filed four Amended 23010 30 Day Post-General Reports, the first of which
disclosed no change in disbursements from qw original report. The atnended reports filed on
July 15, July 28, and August 4, 2011, respnct:iwly, disclosed previously unreported
disbursements of $121,958.43. .

7. The Committee originally filed its 2011 April Quarterly Report on April 17, 2011, and
filed an Amended 2011 April Quarterly chcll)rt on August 4, 2011. The amended report
di‘sclosed previously unreported disbursemelj\ts of $1,311.31.

V. Respondent violated 2 U.S.C. § 4534(b) by failing to disclose $11,060.24 in receipts
and 3129,462.15 in disbursements in its 2010 October Quarterly, 2010 12 Day Pre-General, 2010
30 Day Post-General, and 2011 April Quartcirly Reports.

VL 1 Inordinary ciccumstances, the Commission would seck a substantially higher

| civil penalty based on the violations outlined in this agreement. However, the Commission is

taking into account the fact thiat the Comntittee is defunct, has no cash on hand according to the

evidance available, and has a limited ability o ise any additianal funds. Respondant will pgy a

civil penalty to the Comsission in the amount of $2,000, pursuant to 2 U.S.C. § 437g(a)(S)B).
2. Respondent will cease and desist in committing violations of 2 U.S.C.

§ 434(b). S

VIL The Commission, on request of anyone filing a complaint under 2 U.S.C.
